OF WHEAT 


Members of the Canadian Seed | 

Growers Association have been able | 
to make extra special contribution to- 
wards Canada’s war effort. 
The Crop 'Testing Plan last year was 
able to develop a market in the 
United States for fairly large quant- 
ities of registered cereal seeds, and 
of the Canadian made sacks in which 
they are contained, to farmers in the 
United States, brought to Canada a 
goodly quantity of American dal- 
lars. These dollars in turn ‘were 
available to the Canadian government 
to buy more munitions made in the 
United States. These seed sales 
the United States, besides being of 
value ina military sense, also te 
moved part of the seed surpdus from 
the west, and so tended, of course, te 
raise the price of the remainder 

Old established seed houses, bot 
| east and west which are pressin 
Canadian seeds — alfalfa, clover, 
timothy, grasses and other kinds, on 
the American market, are rendering 
the same valuable extra service.

In making this announcement, 
General L. R. LeFleche, as- 
sociate deputy minister, stated in- 
structions make it clear that all med- 
ical praetioners in good standing 
throughout Canada have been sp- 
pointed examining physicians by 
Hon James G. Gardiner, Minister of 
National War Services, and that all 
examination fees will be paid by the 
department, At the same time, he 
stressed the fact that each man 
must sign the medical examination 
form on which appears the doctor’s 
report on his physical condition, 

Major LaFleche pointed out that 
since the time of national registra- 
tion—last August—many young men 
have enrolled in universities and col- 
leges, or have joined the navy, army, 
air force or a nonpermanent active 
militia unit, “If notices to report for 
medical examination should be re- 
ceived by any of these men, they 
must immediately inform the regis- 
trar whose name appears on the up- 
per left hand corner of the notice,” he 
stated, “Their speedy co-operation in 
this connection will enable regstrars 
to obtain other eligible young men to 
complete the required quota, 

Any application for postponement 
of training must be made to the 
divisional registrar within eight clear 
days of the date appearing on the 
notice for medical examination.

THE WEEK IN 
EDMONTON 


Immediate provision of more grain |- 


space at key points throughout the 
west was urged by the caucus of 
Social Credit members during ses- 
sions held in Edmonton, Stating that 
the “extreme gravity of the wheat 
crisis was given ful] and serious con- 
sideration” a government spokesman 
said members declared failure to 
provide for the proper disposition 
of the 1940 crop is certain to have 
a disastrous effect for the handling 
of the 1941 crop. 


The caucus also instructed the gov- 
ernment to renew Alberta’s applica- 
tion for a Bank Charter,, and the 
instructions will be acted upon. Dae- 
cision was reached . after the caucus 
had fully discussed and considered 
the attitude of the banking a nd com- 
merce committee and the House of 
Commons last summer,” said Hon. 
Luci¢n Maynard, making the an- 
nouncement, “With a government 
owned bank, guarantees would not be 
necessary and the full profits from 
any liabilities incured would accrue 
to the people. It is felt by the caucus 
that such an important matter should 
not hhave been sidestepped.” 


Decision of the. University Board 
of Governors to rehabilitate and 
strenztthen the University radio sta- 
tion CKUA comes after deficiencies 
in the existing equipment have long 
been pointed out. The 1988 and 1939 
annual reports of the Department of 
Extension referred to the necessity 
for a new transmitter, stating that 
the technical quality of the station’s 
transmissions has been very unsatis- 
factory) and the modulation has had 
to be reduced to a very low point in 
order to improve the quality.. The 
result, according to officials, was 
that various educationa] couses were 
nullified in the usefulness to stvd- 
ents at points on the edge of the nor 
mal area of transmissions. 


Lumber workers in districts more

Looking At The Future 

The recent announcement that the development of navigation, as well 
as that of power, in connection with the agreement between the United 
States and Canada providing for the completion of the St. Lawrence sea 
way project to the Great Lakes, is to be given attention is one which will 
lend additional interest to the project in Western Canada, 

The navigational aspect of the project, which had been overlooked in| 
publicity surrounding the belated agreement and its potential effects on 
the industrial life of this country is, in fact, of greater interest and im- 
portance to the west than the further development of hydro-electric power | 
in the International rapids section of the St. Lawrence river. 

For this reason, it is to be hoped that there is authenticity in the 
statement that President Roosevelt has no intention of sidetracking navi- 
gation by pushing power development on the project alone, and that no 
time will be lost in completing the necessary preliminary surveys and get- 
ting actual construction work underway., 

There is considerable interest in the declaration attributed to Wash- 
ington officials that, “Had the seaway, with its 2,500 miles of navigable 
water, been constructed, every great lakes port in the United States and 
Canada would have participated in both American and British shipbuild- 
ing programs.” Y 

The interest in this statement does not centre in what might have been, 
but rather in the benefits that may and should accrue to Western Canada} 
if the project is brought to fruition, and more particularly if it can be com- 
pleted in time to ensure its early use after the war is over.

At The Back Door 


The completion of the seaway project, in effect, will bring the ocean 
to the back door of the prairie provinces, It will mean that the largest 
ocean going commercial vessels will be able to tie-up at docks at the head 
of the great lakes, load their export cargoes there and carry them to ports 
of discharge in Europe or elsewhere without incurring costs of trans-ship- 
ment or any other handling charges en route. If the savings in freight and 
insurance rates and handling charges thus effected are passed back to the 
producer, as they should be, the Western Canadian farmer should derive 
some benefit from this great undertaking. 

The completion of the St. Lawrence seaway project to the head of the 
lakes should assure the future of an ocean port for Fort William and Port 
Arthur. With the growth of population and of industrialization in the 
prairie provinces, the development of a Canadian Chicago at Fort William} 
or thereabouts seems to be not an unwarranted prospect for the future. 
The existence of a great metropolis and port at the head of the lakes on 
the Canadian side should have some effect on the prosperity of the prairies. 
It should provide an expanding market for some of the commodities which 
the prairies now have to offer and for an increasing variety of commodities 
which they may have ‘available in the future. 

The statement that great lakes ports would have participated in ship 
building programs to meet war requirements had the St. Lawrence sea- 
way project been constructed by this time is an inkling of one of the pos- 
sibilities which peace time may hold for a Canadian port at the head of the 
lakes after the completion of this gigantic project. 

The development of a large industrial centre at the head of the lakes 
might conceivably furnish a market for natural gas which, there is reason 
to believe, will some day be available in Saskatchewan in sufficient volume 
to warrant piping to the head of the lakes. If such a development be- 
comes an economic feasibility it might be expected to solve the problem 
of power for many small industries en route to the larger market.

A Word Of Warning 

The completion of the St. Lawrence seaway project to the head of the 
great lakes, however, should not be allowed to furnish a pretext to permit 
the Hudson Bay railroad and the terminal facilities of the Hudson Bay route 
at Churchill to fall into desuetude and decay; still less should the prospect 
of the completion of the project to the east be permitted to do so, 

It is to the interest of the people of Western Canada, and certainly 
those of Saskatchewan and Manitoba to see to it that competitive routes| 
are available for the transport of export and import commodities between | 
the prairies and the world markets, when the latter again become available. 

There is every reason to believe that the mere existence of the Hudson 
Bay route, even when it was not extensively used, acted as a curb on freight 
charges on the great lakes during the navigation season, and to that ex-: 
tent, at least, the Hudson Bay route has already been of some value to the| 
agricultural industry of the west. 

It should not be forgotten that some fifty million dollars has been spent 
on the northern route and that it was mostly financed by the west. After 
the war the route via the Bay should be developed to the extent of demon- 
strating that it has a direct value to the western prairies, but that will not 
be so easy, if in the meantime, the railway and the facilities at Churchill 
are permitted to disintegrate. If that is allowed, it may never be re- 
habilitated. ®

London Newspaper Will Come Out 4 
No Matter What Happens 7. ¢ 

“Whatever happens—no matter 
WHAT happens, The Times will be 
published. If Printing House Square 
be knocked out, we will publish else- 
where in London, If that should be 
rendered impossible, we'll publish 
somewhere in the country. As long 
as there is a suitable printing plant 
in England The Times will be printed 
and published. And if you can im- 
agine such a thing that we are blown 
out of Britain, then we'll cross the 
Atlantic and publish The Times 
there!’ 

With this declaration made to him 
by C, S. Kent, manager of The Times, 
Capt. F. D. Bone has an interesting 
article in Editor and Publisher on 
“How The Times is Meeting Woes of 
the War.” 

Regarding newsprint, Mr, Kent is 
quoted as saying that most news- 
papers have still considerable stocks 
of paper. By halving the present size 
The Times could carry on for eight 
or nine months. 

“Arrangements are being made to 
help everybody. No newspaper in 
the country shall go without its 
share, 

“In spite of rationing there is no 
immediate anxiety. We have good 
stocks, and the Newsprint Supply 
Company will insure imports from 
Canada and Newfoundland so long as 
that is humanly possible. We are 
confident about that.” 

Mr. Kent observed during the in- 
terview that the present war had de- 
stroyed the fallacy that war is good 
for newspapers and Capt. Bone com- 
ments: 

“That fallacy began, I suspect, 
when Delane dragged ‘Russel of the 
Times’ from the reporters’ gallery 
of the House of Commons and sent 
him to the Crimean war to tell the 
world, and afterwards to the Indian 
Mutiny and to your Civil War, to tell 
the world again. 

“Then, indeed, on great occasions 
soared the circulation of The Times. 
Mr. Kent said that despite news re- 
ports by wireless, six times a day,

Repair The Farm Machinery 


| Implements Should Be Kept In Good 
Repair For The Busy Season 

In Western Canada where the 
growing season is so short, all farm 
operations must be done as quickly 
as possible from the time work be- 
gins on the land until the crop has 
been stored in the fall. In order that 
this may be accomplished, all imple- 
ments should be kept in good repair, 
says M. J. McPhail, Superintendent, 
Dominion Experimental Station, Mel- 
fort, Sask.

German Prisoners In Canada Believe} 
Nazi Victory Is Assured 

The following is from article by 
Clark Howell, of the Atlanta Consti- 
tution, who was a member of the} 
newspaper party that visited eastern} 
Canada: 

Near Kingston, at historic Fort 
Henry, are confined 600 German) 
prisoners in the old magazines of the} 
fort. These prisoners are part of 
the estimated 10,000 sent to Canada} 
by the’ British. As a part of its war} 
effort, Canada is caring for these} 
men for the mother country. 

Lieut. Commander Hans Minck,| 
of the German naval reserve, was 
elected spokesman of the prisoners, 
and we were permitted to converse, 
only with him. And he was ready! 
and willing. Speaking English flu- 
ently, “Mr.” Minck, as he was ad- 
dressed by his Canadian guardsmen, 
was positive though soft spoken, and} 
reflected the confidence of all his 
fellow , prisoners in an early victory! 
for Germany. 

“We will be home for Christmas,” | 
said Minck, “for my countrymen will} 
have won the war by then.” 

When questioned as to what he and! 
the other prisoners knew about the 
bombing of Berlin. Minck replied 
with some asperity. “Nobody has 
bombed Berlin. That is just a Bri-| 
tish lie. We have complete control | 
of the air.” 

The prisoners were practically all, 
98 per cent. of them, members of the, 
German merchant marine who had, 
been captured by the British navy. | 
They looked as if they were well fed, | 
their subsistence being the same as) 
that of the Canadian soldier, as re-) 
quired by international convention. 
Their time was spent playing cards, | 
with dog-eared decks, chess and 
checkers, hand carved by the pris-| 
oners themselves. Many were carv-| 
ing’ ship models and wooden sandals, 
which they were allowed to put on 
Sale for cigarette and pocket money. 
Their uniforms were dull gray with 
Slashes and circles of brilliant red, 
one centred on the back. 

All the guards were middle-aged 
men who had been chosen “for their 
familiarity with prison camp admin- 
istration.” This “familiarity’’ has 
been acquired some quarter of a cen- 
tury ago when the same men wer® 
prisoners of war in Germany. 

There was no attempt on the part 
of the Canadian officers or guards to 
interfere with our interview with! 
“Mr.” Minck. In fact they courte- 
ously withdrew out of earshot so as 
not to give the sembalance of any 
Suggested restrictive censorship. 

Minck, when questioned as to how 
he came to speak English so fluently, 
said that his mother was English 
and that he was a graduate of Dul- 
wich school, near London, He spoke 
with quiet confidence. There was 
something disconcerting about the) 
fellow. He was courteous and direct. 
He did not want any sympathy, 
which might easily flow to any man 
incarcerated. On the other hand, he 
gave the impression that he and all 
of his fellow Germans were simply 
waiting the day when the reckoning} 
would come.

The discolouration on the germ end 
of wheat grains, commonly called 
“black point” or “black tip,” is un- 
usually cornmon in this year’s crop. 
The term “kernel smudge” has been 
adopted by plant pathologists for this 
disease to avoid confusion with a less 
conspicuous and less common disease 
which they call black point. Kernel 
smudge is a fungous disease, and may 
be caused by at least two different 
fungi. One of them (Helminthospor- 
ium sativum) is a dangerous para- 
site, being a very common cause of 
seedling blight and root-rot of 
wheat. Incidentally, it is capable of 
attacking roots, leaves and grains 
of barley. 

The fungi which cause kernel 
smudge are probably present in all 
wheat fields in western Canada, and 
the air contains an abundance of 
spores, especially in late summer 
and in the fall. Outbreaks of the 
disease such as that which occurred 
this year must, therefore, be due 
largely to favourable weather condi- 
‘tions. It appears that the new rust 
résistant varieties ate more suscept- 
ible than were the old standard 
varieties such as Marquis. 

There is, at present, no way of 
controlling or preventing kernel 
smudge. Diseased seed may produce 
a crop free from kernel smudge, and 
the crop produced from disease-free 
seed may contain many discoloured 
kernels. Since, however, one of the 
fungi involved may cause seedling 
blight, if “smudged” grain is used 
for seed it should be treated with an 
organic mercury dust. 

Dr. F. J. Greaney, Associate Plant 
Pathologist at the Dominion Rust 
Research Laboratory, has consented 
to prepare a more complete discus- 
sion of this problem for publication 
in the next issue of the now well 
known, semi-annual “Seedtime and 
Harvest.”
